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Highway Patrol Official Tells Lions 


Gathering Traffic Accidents Appalling 


“One out of every six people 
living in Hamlin today will he 
k illed or seriously injured in 
a 
traffic accident within the next 
10 y ears,” tersely declared In­ 
spector C. G. Conner, assistant 
chief of the Texas Highway Patrol 
division of the Department of Pub­ 
lic Safety , when he spok e Tuesday 
evening at the Lions Club ladies’ 
night program at the Prim ary 
School cafetorium. 
Nearly 100 
Lions and guests heard his fact- 
filled address. 


Conner discussed revealing fig­ 
ures about highway traffic acci­ 
dents and w hat his departm ent is 
doing with one-third enough men 
to try to cope with the problem 
of traffic accidents. 
He declared 
that 
there 
are 
now 52,000,000 
motor vehicles that last y ear trav­ 
eled more than a half trillion 
miles. 
He 
reminded 
that 
the 
horsepower of automobiles had 
been increased from five to 165, 
but that the horse-sense of the 
drivers had not been increased a 
particle. 


In speak ing of the Immense 
problem of patroling Texas’ thou­ 
sands of miles of rural highway s, 
Conner said that there are only 
470 highway patrolmen in Texas 
compared with 2,300 in Pennsy l­ 
vania and 2,100 in California. The 
.fob cannot be done efficiently with 
less than 1,200 men, and actually 
many more than that are needed, 
he said. 
Texas has 470 men on 
the patrol force.

These are day s o f hearty meals and much home entertainment- and 
time to check the eflirn ncv of > 
u* kitchen to sav e y ou time and money . 
A good start is the kitchen rang<\ 
Sputtering burner^ end smoky 
ov ens are sign s of trouble and 
wasted fuel. A good rule to follow 
is “ a clean stov e cooks better, sav es 
fuel and la sts longer.” But don’t 
make a chore of it. Keep y our stov e 
in working order. Like the prov er­ 
bial “ stitcn-in-time,” constant care 
sav es hours of hard labor. 
Wipe the top and burners with a 
soapy cloth a fter each use. hut let 
the stov e cool first. Enamel may 
crack if water is applied while hot. 
Howev er, wipe up spillov ers at 
once with a t)R Y cloth or paper 
towel, lest they leav e permanent 
stains. Follow with soap and water 
w hen the stov e has cooled. 
To keep carbon from jamming 
the pilot light, first turn it off; 


then sn ub the housing with a soft 
wire brush and wash with a soapy 
cloth. Make sure surrounding sur­ 
faces are completely dry before 
y ou relight it, and that connec­ 
tions are “ seated” correctly . 
Pou r grease off the broiler while 
it is still warm, but let it cool b e­ 
fo re y ou soak and scrub it in hot 
soapsuds, flub mineral oil on the 
racks occasionally and they ’ll re­

Wheat Prospects 


In Santa Fe Area 


Deteriorate Fast 


Good wheat prospects that per­ 
sisted six weeks ago in the Ham ­ 
lin area, along with other sections 
of Northwest Texas, have waned 
to an alarming degree during the 
past 30 days, declares the monthly 
crop report of the Santa Fe Rail­ 
way, which continues: 


That part of the 1953 winter 
wheat crop In Northwest Texas 
that is still alive has come through 
the winter under very adverse con­ 
ditions. including drouth and high 
winds followed by freezing tem­ 
peratures on April 17» 
Just what 
effect this freeze will have on the 
yield cannot he determined at this 
time. 
moisture early in A p ril: however, 
these areas have been rather spot- 
A few favored areas received 
ted. 
Except for the Low Rolling 
Plains and a few irrigated fields 
in the High Plains area, wheat 
prospects in Northwest Texas can­ 
not be considered to be much more 
than 50 per cent of average, and 
it will require favorable conditions 
from now until harvest for the 
statP to produce as much as was 
produced in 1952, which was re­ 
ported as 34,626,000 barrels. 


For instance, I want to see the 
greatest possible exports of agri­ 
cultural commodities in 
surplus 
supply. 
W e in the agricultural 
areas want a low tariff on manu­ 
factured goods which we ourselves 
do not produce. 
A favorable bal­ 
ance in this respect means the 
prosperity or depression for the 
farmer. 
Historically, w’e have had 
to sell our farm products on an un­ 
protected market and buy manu­ 
factured goods on a protected mar­ 
ket. 
I have consistently argued, 
and did so on the radio program 
which I mentioned, that, the tariff 
barriers protecting manufactured 
goods made in the industrial North 
and Northwest have for 100 years 
lieen a form of subsidy for manu­ 
facturers.
